T he beginning of Alt porn on the Internet, the act that ultimately led to the creation of 








Burning Angel in 2002, can't really be specified. Some credit sites likes Gothicsluts and 
Supercult as inventing the genre, more or less, while others don't consider the alternative 
porno boom to have really begun until SuicideGirls hit in 2001. 

Joanna, the star of Burning Angel, has written, directed, produced and acted in films like Porny 
Monster, LA Pink and The Joanna Angel Magical Threesome Adventure Experience. We spoke with Joanna 
about Bartenders, the studio's latest film, and how she's helping to alter the perceptions of porno in 
popular culture. 


Is it a good time to be a female pornographer? 

Due to the state of the economy it's not really the best time to be a male or a female pornogra- 
pher. However, if you are a chick with a dirty mind and you're dying to let the world know about all 
your sexual fantasies... then film them and put them online! | mean, what the hell is stopping you? 
Women who feel like the world is stopping them from doing what they want just because they are 
women are just perpetuating the problem. 


How is “alternative porno” 
different from standard “porno,” 
and is there a difference in how peo- 
ple approach the two? 

| feel that the main difference is that 
the "alt" porn world is very much based 
around community. People don't just join 

our site to jerk off and cancel their mem- 
berships, they enjoy chatting with the girls 

in the chat room, commenting on the dif- 
ferent videos and photos and coming to 

the events. It's like one big happy family as 
opposed to the traditional dynamic of super 
hot untouchable girls and creepy guys. 
















What’s the idea behind your newest film, Bartenders? 

| think that female bartenders are always hot. Even when they are physically not hot 
they're still hot because they are bad-ass chicks. Everyone wants to fuck their female bartender. | 
don't care how old or how crazy she is, or whether you are a guy or girl or gay or straight. It's just 
how it is! So if you don't pay attention to the plot at all, the basic concept of the movie is that bar- 
tenders are hot. It's pretty simple. However, the "plot" of the movie is a story about an evil health 
inspector who is trying to shut my bar down (I play the manager of the bar) because it's way too 
sleazy. The challenge of the movie is how to keep the bar running with all of its trashy charm and 
still keep it in business. It's very funny and lighthearted and the sex in it is really hot. 


It seems like porn has helped you become more comfortable with your- 
self as an independent artist. Please explain. 

Running my own porn company has opened the doors to so many different things in my 
life. It has really been incredible! | get to write scripts, direct movies, publish my writing, interview 
bands, throw parties, and host and co-host different kinds of TV shows. It's really given me a great 
platform to do so many different things that | enjoy. I've really worked hard to push my adult movies 
into a piece of pop culture and, as a result, my website is a combination of so many different things. 


Why did you start getting tattooed, and why do you continue? 

Some girls are really into fashion and I'm not.... | like plain clothing for the most part, and 
really decorative tattoos. | don't think that every tattoo has to have a deep meaning to it, that is a 
misconception that developed because of those damn tattoo reality TV shows. | have tattoos that 
mean a lot to me and tell stories, and | have tattoos that are just pretty pictures. And | even have 
some tattoos that | just got for the sake of filling up empty space on my arm that | didn't want 
empty anymore. | am currently on the waiting list to get tattooed by Grimey at Skull & Sword in

s times change, so too

Hendrix, Parkar realized that music is what he was built for.“ This is all | 
know,’ he says. For him, Hip hop is a stepping stone into acting or whatev- 
er other doors might open up for him. 

Taking notice that “a lot of Hip hop is built on ignorance," Parkar 
wants to set out and present his work ignorance-free. He doesn't want to 
write about things he hasn't experienced himself. He's a very positive per- 
son and wants to surround himself with other positive people; he likes to 
put himself in other people's shoes to see where they come from, to get a 


better understanding. He feels that if more people did the same thing, there 
would be fewer issues. 
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[ Parkar has per- 
formed everywhere from 
Webster Hall to The Bronx 
Renaissance Fair and has 
à been featured with strong 
performers like Busta 
Rhymes, Kayslay, Papoose, 
Mike Deck, Black Butterfly 
and Titch Black.

American VI: Ain’t No Grave 
[American/Lost Highway Records] 


This sixth installment in Johnny Cash’s 
American Recordings is not for listeners 
seeking outlaw country the likes of Folsom 
Prison. This is the sound of a gunslinger tak- 
ing his last breath. Gone is the bad boy, the 
family man, the troubadour of the down- 
trodden. No, here he’s simply making his 
peace with his maker and it’s truly majestic. Yes, his voice is frail as ever 
and in some places a ghostly reminder of the man he once was, but at no 
point does Cash sound weak. To the contrary, American VI utilizes subtle 
strings, odd percussion and other accoutrements that were previously 
absent from the sparse recordings. These subtle highlights seem to capture 
Cash perfectly in his twilight. Every word is a cliffhanger anchoring the 
space between heaven and earth. This album, recorded just weeks after the 
death of June Carter Cash, is the sound of a man who is seemingly already 
on his way out. American VI would have been enough to redefine the man 
whose celluloid biography ends where much of the real story begins. At 
roughly 30 minutes long, one would think that too brief a time to say 
goodbye to a hero, but long goodbyes aren’t always best if the words evis- 
cerate the sentiment. - Tim Moffatt
